WAR WITH RUSSIA 


Result of Abrogation of Treaty 


of 1832. 


Washington, Dei. 22.—Serious tariff 
difficulties 
will 
automatically 
arise 
hot ween Russia and the United Slates 
with the termination of tho treaty of 
1832. one year from next month, un­ 
less by that time a new treaty has 
been negotiated or Russia goes out of 
her way to grant rat© concession to 
f bene count rte*. 
These difficulties will grow out of 
the double tariff system of the Rus­ 
sian government. 
One set of sched­

The tither rates are to 
tie applied to imports from countries 
with which Russia has not in force 
any guarantee of “moat favored un 
tion' treatment. 
With the termination o” the treaty 
of 1832 the Knifed States will no Ion 
ger have any guarantee of the anni 
favored nation tariff treatment, and 
under the ordinary interpretation of 
the Russian tariff law the genet al tar 
iff rates, 
considerably 
higher than 
those of the conventional tariff, will 
tie applied to American goods. 
lf this is done, and the maximum 
and minimum provision of the Payne- 
Mdrich tariff law 
is 
still in force, 
President Taft will he obliged to re­ 
voke the proclamation granting mini­ 
mum rates to Russian goods Th!« sit­ 
uation would he nothing less than a 
tariff war. the 
effect 
of which, of 
nurse, can barly lie foreseen at this 
time.

KEPT ON 6RAPES AND BEER DIET 


Records of .zuvenB© Court Reveal De­ 
tail© of Thrilling Escape and Restor­ 


ation After Nationwide Chase. 


Chicago, Dec. 22.—Georg* Lindsay, 
til© twelve-year-old heir to a fortune in 
Philadelphia of more than $1,OJO,OOO, 
has been rescued here from the “inner 
circle’’ of

sua 
worshipers’ 
cult 
known as the Mazdaznans. 
Mrs. Elizalieth Lindsay was an ar­ 
dent believer In the Mazdazan cult, 
and had been advanced by the heads 
of the sect to the post of “Vahdah.” 
Before the boy wa* wrested from 
the hands of the followers of the cult, 
he had t*een traced by detectives em­ 
ployed by the uncle from New York 
to I>os Angeles, and eastward again 
to Chicago 
The un« Ie has asked that the court 
take charge of the boy. 
He alleged 
that the ad had been kept for a time 
on a diet of grapes and beer. 
The boy is now with his mother. 
She has been ordered not to return 
him to tin* "temple.’’ 
Judge Pinckney 
will hear the case on Jan. 4. 
When che father of the boy died. he 
and his mother were made Joint heirs, 
and the estate wag left In tru d , with 
a trust company In Philadelphia By a 
provision of the will, it is understood, 
the enti*e fortune of the former con­ 
tractor was to have re verted to th** 
mother, Mrs Kltz&heth Lindsay, In the 
event of th** boy’s death. 
According to operative* of the W. J. 
Burn* Detective agency, the mother 
and the boy disappeared from New 
York about six mouth* ago.

To afd In hi* search, he engaged the 
Interest of several children’s protec­ 
tive societies in different parts of the 
country.

w h s learned that Danish had left 
the headquarter* of th** “Sun Worship­ 
pers” in New York. 
Detectives who 
went there found that Mrs 
Lindsay 
an*! her son had been there, but that 
they had gone. 
Several days later It 
was found 
that t h e boy had been tagged and sent 
‘iv express to Los Angeles.

dei* d iv es reached the California city, 


t h e y found that the child again had 
been spirited away. 
It is the belief of Lindsay, the uncle,

Transmits Report of T ariff Board to 


Congress and Declares Many Rates 


Are Prohibitory. 


Washington, Dee. 21.—Material re­ 
vision downward at once of the tariff 
on wool and woolens is urged by Presi­ 
dent Taft in a special message sent 
to both houses of congress. 
The message transmits to congress 
teh long-waited report of the tariff 
board on "schedule K“ of the Payne- 
Aidrich tariff law. 
The board's report shows, and the 
president's message 
emphasizes that 
the existing duties on many classes 
of wool aud wool manufactures, par­ 
ticularly on lower grades and the un- 
scoured raw material, and on the high­ 
er grades of the finished product are 
prohibitory and greatly in excess o. 
the difference in the cost of produc­ 
tion here and abroad. 
The duties are so arranged, the mes­ 
sage sets forth, as to keep out of th>* 
United States entirely wools of tine 
qualities which, if imported, might Le 
used to displace the cheap substitutes 
now employed. 
President Taft points out also that 
tile cost of wool growing, of manufac 
t tiring and of buildings plants is ram h 
higher in this country than in the 
chief competitor of the United States, 
and that this is not offset in this par- j 
ticular industry by any superiority or | 
greater efficiency of the American la 
bor. 
The cost of turning wool into 
yam and yarn into cloth, the message j 
eta forth, is nearly twice as great in j 
the United States as abroad, and that, 
with the higher wages of labor, forms 
a handicap that bas been overcome by 
tile protective principle, resulting in 
t he building up of a great industry in 
voiving the welfare 
of hundreds of 
thousands of |>eople. 
The president points out that the ' 
full duty is not added to the prhe in i 
the United States, and that much of 
the so-called “eompenaatory duty ’ is I 
greatly excessive, competition 
here 
keeping the prices far below those in- J 
Heated in the tariff schedules. 
In 
recommending 
revision 
and 
reduction," 
says 
the 
president, 
“I , 
therefore urge til at action be taken 1 
with these facts in mind, to the end j 
that an important and established in­ 
dustry may not be jeopardized.” 
He clo ses his message with this rec­ 
ommendation: 
“The fundings of fact by the board 
show ample reason 
for the revision 
downward of schedule K, in accord J 
with the protective principle, and pre­ 
sent the data as to relative costs and 
prices from w hich may he determined I 
what rates will fairly equalize the dif­ 
ference in production costs.

mend that such revision he proceeded 
with at once."

'The suit was filed by United Slates 
District Attorney J. W hitaker Thump 
sou m d William T. C’hantland, a ape 
elal assistant to the United States ai 
torney general. 
It is based on the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 
The government 
charges that by 
purchasing and absorbing its c o m e th 
tors, the Keystone company bas ob 
after 5 to 15 physicians 
tained a practical monopoly over the 
them ‘incurable.’ 
vatehcase business of the country. 
The 
government 
petition 
alleges 
that the company 
sold its products 
only to Jobbers who would conform to 
Its wishes as to the dis|*osition of th* 
goods, aim thai it would refuse to seil 
to jobbers who might handle its watch 1 
a.-* h in a manner detrim ental to the 
Keystone company. 
The Keystone company, It is charg 
od, Axed prices of its goods sold by 
Jobbers to the retailers. The company, ! 
the government adds, had been able 
by its control of the business to make 
large and unreasonable profits upon i 
its capitsl stock.’’

dlitiR any other line of goods than 
those man i.n tured by the Keyston' 
company, ani they maintained a sell 
ng price for both Jobbers and retail 
era and kept a blacklist of all dealer 
who sold the goods a’ less than the 
price psf phi -hed by the company.

Transmits Report of T ariff Board to 


Congress and Declares Many Rates 


Are Prohibitory. 


W ashington, Dec. 
2 1.— Material re 
vision downward at once of the tariff 
on wool and woolens Is urged by Presi­ 
dent Taft in a special m essage sent 
to both houses of congress. 
The m essage transm its to congress 
teh long-waited report of the tariff 
hoard on "schedule K" of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law. 
The hoard's report shows, and the 
president’s m essage 
em phasizes that 
the existing duties on many classes 
of wool and wool manufactures, par­ 
ticularly on lower grades and the un- 
scoured raw material, and on the high­ 
er grades of the finished product are 
prohibitory aud greatly in excess o. 
the difference in the cost of produc­ 
tion here aud abroad. 
The duties are so arranged, the m es­ 
sage sets forth, as to keep out of t Lu­ 
ll tilted States entirely wools of fine 
qualities which, if imported, might he 
used to displace the cheap substitutes 
now employed. 
President Taft points out also that 
the cost of wool growing, of manilla® 
luring and of buildings plants is mu h 
higher in this country than in the 
' chief com petitor of the United States, 
land that this is not offset in this par­ 
ticular industry by any superiority or 
greater efficiency of the American la 
hor. 
The cost of turning wool into 
tarn and yarn into cloth, the m essage 
et* forth, is nearly tw ice tis great in 
the United States as abroad, and that, 
with the higher wages of labor, forms 
a handicap that lias been overcome by 
the protective principle, resulting in 
the building up of a great industry in 
\olvint; the welfare 
of hundreds cd 
thousands of people. 
The president points out that the- 
Dill duty is not added to the price in 
the United Slates, and that much of 
the soc alled "compensatory duty ’ is 
greatly 
excessive, 
com petition 
here 
keeping the prices far below those in- I 
J teated in the tariff schedules. 
"In 
recommending 
revision 
and J 
reduction," 
says 
the 
president, 
"I , 
therefore urge that action he taken ! 
with these facts In mind, to the end 
that an important and established in­ 
dustry may not he- jeopardized." 
De closes his m essage with this rec­ 
ommendation: 
"The bindings of fact by tile board 
•bow ample reason 
(or the revision 
downward of schedule K, in accord 
with the protective principle, and pre* I 
sent the da;u as to relative costs and 
prices from which may lie determined I 
what rates will tairly equalize the dif- 
terence in production costs. 
I recom­ 
mend that such revision he proceeded 
with at once." 
The report of the hoard, says the 
m essage, is 
unanimous, 
despite the 
fact that it com prises three Republi­ 
cans aud two Democrats. 
The hoard 
itself makes no recommendations and 
the president recommends no specific 
i ates
